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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1 -7, in the reply filed on 
28 October 2005 is acknowledged. 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Taiwan on 29 October 2003. It is noted, however, that applicant has 
not filed a certified copy of the foreign 92129999 application as required by 35 
U.S.C. 119(b). 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The pages of 
the specification are not numbered. (See MPEP § 608.01). 

4. U [0003]— it appears that a space is missing between the terms "life" and "and" in 
the 5 th line of the paragraph. 

5. U [0009]— it appears that a space is missing between the terms "life" and "and" in 
the 3 rd line of the paragraph.

"includes" in the 4 th line of the paragraph. 

7. [001 3]— it appears that the comma (,) placed between the terms "to" and "the" 
in the 5 th line of the paragraph should be replaced with a space.

DEVICE WITH LIGHT AND DARK BLUE EMITTING LAYERS--. 

32. Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

33. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Reference sign "130a" recited in the 10 th line of U [0008] is not shown in the 
drawings. 

34. Reference sign "106" recited in the 25 th and 27 th lines of U [0025] is not shown in 
the drawings. 

35. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

36. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

37. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests an organic electroluminescent device comprising, in addition to other 
limitations of the claim, an emitting layer having a blue-emitting layer and a reddish 
orange-emitting layer, wherein the blue-emitting layer comprises a dark blue-emitting 
layer and a light blue-emitting layer. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 
1, claims 2-7 are also allowable. 

Conclusion 

38. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tokailin (US 5,126,214) discloses an electroluminescent 
element. Eida (US 5,909,081 ) discloses a multi-color light emission apparatus with an 
organic electroluminescent device. 

39. This application is in condition for allowance except for the formal matters cited 
earlier.
